Most folks in the know are scratching their heads at this point, since 
they know all the 200/400/600 series SuperPros used the Lamb 
Single-crystal filter. 


My SP210-LX had the stamp "465 KC Crystal Filter, July 1960 QST" on the 
filter box. Alvin Bernard, NI4Q, was kind enough to forward a copy of 
the article. 


The article details construction of a half lattice crystal filter using 
6 "channel numbered" surplus crystals. These crystals have been 
mentioned in a couple of recent posts. Two versions, one for 465 KHz IF 
SuperPros, another for the 450 KHz IF HQ-129 are shown. 


The lattice filter fits in the original SuperPro single crystal box, and 
there is no change in the front panel control appearance. The filter 
characteristics are much changed -- a "flat-top" suitable for narrow AM 
or SSB rather than the sharp-peaked Lamb filter response. The only 
downside appears to be the loss of the narrowest CW bandwidths that the 
Lamb filter could deliver. 


Hope to have the schematic added to the SP200 web pages sometime soon. 
And now I need to sweep the IF to compare to the "factory" curves....

Many military 
contractors maintain such a database on CD ROM. Unfortunately, in my current 
Government Contractor job (to NASA), I don't have such a reference. Wish that I 
did! Anyone out there have access to cage codes and mil-specs? (for folks that 
do: if ever you get bored, look up the military specifications for prophylactic 
devices, it is a hoot!) 


The only problem is that Cage Codes change - for instance, I was looking up the 
cage code of a ceramic insulator that our 1950's era drawings said was supplied by 
General Electric. The cage code came back as belonging to Coors (yes, the beer 
people!) Electronic Package, Inc. A quick phone call to Coors indicated that 
Coors had bough the rights to the GE ceramic insulator line, and had taken over 
the Cage Code.

The pin-out difference is that the cathode and suppressor-grid 
connections are reversed. In many circuits, these are connected 
together on the socket. The remote-cutoff 'BA6 is usually a reasonable 
sub for the semi-remote-cutoff 'BZ6 if lowest noise, e.g., on 10 meters, 
is not an issue. There's even a chance that the 'BA6 could improve 
overload characteristics due to better AGC action. So it might not have 
been an accident.

In restoring a just-acquired SX-28A, I have a question regarding the 
dual AGC systems used. According to the book, this is done to provide 
more quieting between stations. But it would seem to me that with 

the front end AGC being determined by the very broad IF bandwidth, 

gain would be reduced by strong off-channel signals that would not 
appear in the narrower IF, which is used for the actual detector. 

Seems to me this would not be desirable. I'd like some thoughts on this. 


One thought I had was to maybe change the whole AGC system over to 
the more conventional method and change the then unused 6B8 stage as 
a product detector. 


I am also not fond of the description given for the IF alignment. 
Aligning the xtal filter is confusing as hell. Anyone gone thru this 
and have a better method?

Check the values of all the very small resistors, and any that seem to have 
a bubly exterior.... check the ‘cand ohm' bias resistor riveted to the back 
of the chasis.. this supplies the negative bias.. and often has an open 
secion or two.. be prepared to make up a replacement with 5 or 10 watt 
ceramic resistors. 


Clean the pushbutton assembly with alky, q tips and De Oxit D-5 


Follow the alignment instructions after you have installed new tubes... 
dollar to a donut you will be ok... 


bad antenna coils can often be unwound repaired and rewound.....

Okay - what am I doing writing a review in English of a book written in 
Italian? To make matters worse I don't have much knowledge of the 
language either! 


Well, first of all I would like to state that there is enough information 
taken from the various US Army TM11s, charts, diagrams and figures that 
know no linguistic boundaries to make the Handbook worthwhile to someone 
who does not have access to the official documentation. Of course, some 
degree of familiarity with the language would be a great asset here or 

a friend who can help. 


The fact that a writer in Italy chose to write a book about a forty year-old 
US military and government radio receiver really intrigued me but it only 
backs up the claim that these radios are extremely good for listening to 

the portion of the spectrum they cover - 500 KHz to 32.000 MHz, AM and 

CW. Add-ons and circuit modifications will also make SSB signals 
intelligible but since most shortwave broadcasts are AM the receiver 

is popular among serious hobbyists who like to tinker with their 

equipment. 


The Handbook contains 20 Capitolos (Chapters) and covers a lot of ground; 
ie: technical data, modifications, history, trivia, statistics, lore and 
legend about this receiver. Paolo's work covers "la famiglia 390" 

which includes the R-389, R-390, R-390A, R-391 and R-392 and the differences 
between them, particularly the R-390, R-390A R-725 and R-1247. It is very 
convenient to have block diagrams and tube lists of both receivers in one 
book if you are interested in both models. One of the things it conveys 
very nicely is that the R_390 and R-390A receivers are VERY different. Paolo 
has included a detailed chart of contract numbers, contractors, years of 
manufacture and estimates how many were made in each contract. I am 

curious how accurate those production figures are, since Tom Marcotte, 
compiler of the on-line list has not publically speculated in the numbers, 
at least that I have seen. 


As far as illustrations go, Paolo has borrowed liberally from the TMs and 
these are, of course, in English. There are mention of some of the 
officially modified models, such as with LSB and SSB, Diode Load output 
on the front panel and a whole chapter that lists the TM11s and NAVSHIPS 
manuals for all models and some sources for them. Also included is 
mention of the Boatanchors List on theporch.com and how to subscribe. 
There is a ten page bibliography or articles, mostly in English, with 
familiar and knowledgeable names like Kleronomos, Rippel, Langford 

that is extremely valuable and this compilation alone is well worth the 
price of the book. 


I looked in the mods and did not see the very important C-553 mod 

to change the notorious Vitamin Q plate blocking capacitor on the plate 
of V501 (1st IF amplifier) to a .01/600V Sprague "Orange Drop" - cheap 
insurance on your four Collins mechanical filters recommended by Chuck 
Rippel. In fairness to the author it may be in there somewhere and my 
ignorance of his language must be forgiven if this is the case. 


The book is available directly from the publisher - write them at: 

Editrice Il Rostro di Patrizio Giovene & C., 20155 Milano, Via Monte 
Generoso 8 Italy, or Fax: 02-2133869. They will mail you a copy, enclosing 
an invoice for 35.000 Italian Lire which is about $25.00 US. You must pay 
in Lire and can get from a bank or currency exchange. 


I am hoping that the book will be translated into English one day. However, 
in my opinion THE R-390/URR HANDBOOK contains enough useful information 
that it is worth getting if no other detailed sources are available.
